moon rocket Pioneer has swooped 
to probable disintegration in the 
earth’s atmosphere after blazing 
a never-before-traveled path into 
space.

No Wind, Weather, Dawn Or 
Twilight Or Sound On Moon 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The moon 
toward which A m erica’s first suc­ 
cessfully 
launched 
lunar probe 
rocket was headed—and was in­ 
tended to orbit—is a world with­ 
out wind or w eather, daw n or tw i­ 
light. sm ells or sounds. 


This is so because the moon has 
no atm osphere—or none to speak 
of so far as is now known. 


Wily then, if it is such a for­ 
bidding and desolate world have 
scientists gone to such trouble to 
try to get a satellite at least with­ 
in the vicinity of the moon? 
Why I fs Important 
They have done so because, if 
a satellite and the moon keep 
their rendezvous in space some 
time in the future, the achieve­ 
ment should add im portant infor­ 
mation to a solid foundation a1 
ready obtained from earthbound 
observations. 
For one thing, if a satellite 
goes into an 
orbit around the 
moon, or even m akes a pass be­ 
hind the 
moon, 
crude 
pictures 
might be obtained of the hidden 
side which never can be seen from 
the earth. 
Here are further reasons why 
Americans w ant 
to 
m ake this 
first pioneering exploration of the 
moon from an unm anned satellite 
even though the moon itself is a 
desolate world perhaps covered 
with grey dust, fried and frozen in 
tem peratures ranging from 215 
degrees above zero to 340 degrees 
below: 
A Stopping Zone 
1. The moon represents a poten­ 
tial stepping stone to the distant 
planets 
once m an m asters the 
technique of landing on it. 
2. Even before further explora­ 
tion is possible, astronom ers could 
set up telescopes on the moon. 
These would com m and vastly bet­ 
ter views of the outer reaches of 
space than are possible now from 
the atm osphere-dim m ed earth. 
3. The moon could serve as a 
relay station for world wide tele­ 
vision broadcasts and as an out­ 
post without peer for forecasting 
the world’s weather. 
4. It is possible that the deso­ 
late moon holds great treasures 
of diamonds and other precious 
gems and m inerals, perhaps even 
gold. 
What We Know 
Here a re some of the things 


easily drive a golf ball a mile on 
the moon. 
Its Light Reflected 
Like 
the 
planets, 
the 
moon 
shines by light reflected from the 
sun. But the moon reflects only 
IO per cent of the light it receives 
from the sun. absorbing the rest 
as heat. This accounts for the high 
tem peratures, up to 215 degrees, 
in full sunlight.

President Eisenhower and Sec­ 
reta ry of State Dulles welcomed 
the Comm unist action Sunday as 
“ good new s.” 
Through a White House state­ 
m ent, they promised further ef­ 
forts to seek a negotiated settle­ 
m ent of the Form osa problem. 
Boo Crisis Ended 
The im pression in official Wash­ 
ington is that the seven-week-old 
crisis which took the world to the 
brink of w ar has ended Officials 
believe that with this new truce 
extension the Communists have 
shown they do not intend to re ­ 
sum e the heavy bomardment of 


Quemoy which they began Aug 23. 
If future events confirm this, 
the United States will almost cer­ 
tainly begin cutting down the pow­ 
er of the re-enforced 7th Fleet in 
the Form osa area. Washington au­ 
thorities commented that with the 
Communists 
not 
attacking, 
the 
m ilitary need for so powerful a 
force would decline. 


Secretary of Defense Neil H. 
McElroy said on Form csa that 
U. S. forces would not rem ain in 
that area indefinitely, but added 
there were no plans to withdraw 
them at this time 
Dulles, Green Talk 
The United States would not be­ 
gin withdrawal “ until the position 
of the Communist Chinese is made 
clear,” he said. 
In Washington. Dulles conferred 
for an hour with Sen. Theodore 
F. Green of Rhode Island. Demo­ 
cratic chairm an of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. Green has 
publicly criticized the adm inistra­ 
tion's stand in defending the N a­ 
tionalist-held offshore islands. 
Though Dulles and Green did 
not settle their policy differences, 
they joined in a warning to the 
Communists not to be misled by 
political argum ent in this coun­ 
try. 


Even with the danger of a shoot­ 
ing conflict apparently receding, 
U. S. officials said they foresee 
difficult tim es ahead for this coun­ 
try. Some allies have not -been 
too happy with the U. S. Form osa 
policy, and may press harder for 
a change with the return of m ore 
peaceful conditions. 
Sh Pressure On C hianf 
The United States m ay begin 
soon putting pressure on N ational­ 
ist China to start reducing its 
forces on the Quemoy and Matsu 
Islands near the Red China coast.

WORKERS OFF 
30 PER CENT 


By RICHARD L. GRAVES 
HARRISBURG (AP>—The num­ 
ber (rf persons working on Penn­ 
sylvania farms has dropped 30 
per cent since 1950, a new U. 
government farm employment re 
port shows. 
The drop in the Commonwealth 
is greater than the national de­ 
cline in farm employment, which 
fell by a quarter during the past 
eight years, but is about part for 
the northeastern states. 
The figures represent the num­ 
ber of persons employed during 
the final week of each month and 
average out the ups and downs 
of seasonal employment. 
Decline Every Year 
The averages indicated t h a t 
Pennsylvania’s farm employment 
at the end of 1957 totaled 214,000. 
compared to ac average 302,000 in 
1967. 
In each of the years since 1950 
there has been a decline in both 
the number of family and hired 
farm workers and the rate of de­ 
crease has been sharpter in recent 
years. 
Most farm observers felt that 
tho decline in farm employment 
represents primarily a decline in 
the number of farms. That would 
be particularly reflected in the 
number of farm family workers. 
Another Drop 
The decline in farm family 
workers in Pennsylvania has been 
about 26 per cent since 1950 — a 
drop from about 235.000 to 174,000 
That includes farm operators do­ 
ing one or more hours of farm 
work a week and members of 
their families doing more than 15 
hours or work a week without cash 
wages. 
Census figures—the latest avail­ 
able are for 1954—show the num 
ber of farms in Pennsylvania as 
128.000. It is estimated that the 
number has now dropped below 
120.000. 
Toward Larf r Units 
Hie dominant trend in farms in 
the state and nationally is toward 
larger units. It is generally felt 
that a larger unit, especial 
with 
modern equipment, is far more ef­ 
ficient than a small farm In Penn­ 
sylvania. however, there is a large 
segment of the farm population 
which is in the part-time farmer 
category, particularly in areas 
surrounding railroad and mining 
centers. 
Despits a growing use of mi­ 
grant labor in Pennsylvania, there 
lias been a 40 per cent decline in 
the number of hired workers on 
farms since 1950 The figures in­ 
clude persons doing one or more 
hours (rf farm work each week for 
pay. Again the figures are aver­ 
ages. with a wide range between 
seasons. 


Jupiter Rocket Is Blown 
Apart; Piece Hits Earth 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP* 
—A powerful Jupiter rocket was 
blown apart in a blazing display 
of missile fireworks over Cape 
Canaveral Thursday night. 
It was the third ballistic weapon 
in a row to explode shortly after 
liftoff in the past month. 
The Jupiter — the usually reli­ 
able 1.500-mile missile which also 
will provide the big punch for the 
Army’s moon rocket—was delib­ 
erately destroyed after it swerved 
violently out of control several 
thousand feet high. 
One huge chunk crashed back 
on the cape with a roar; other 
debris splashed into the ocean 
nearby. No one was injured and 


there was no property damage re­ 
ported.
